lives of children ranging from 1 and 2 years 
to 15 years old. The payments required were 
small, 5 to 10 cents a week covering the 
premiuras, and for this the parents, in the 
event of the death of the children, received 
from $15 to $150. The chief officer of the 
city sanitary department has been at work on 
the matter, and has found four cases where 
children were permitted to die during the last 
few months for no cause except to collect the 
insurance, 

One ease the past week occurred where the 
parents got $100 for the death of a 14-year- 
oid girl. The attending physician says there 
was not the slightest danger of death if the 
child had been attended to, but he was not 
called until she had been sick several days, 
and then thé parents refused to get the medi- 
cine ordered. The case was reported to the 
police and to their amazement the parents 
brazenly announced she was insured. They 
had told neighbors that she was going to die. 
The other cases were similar, and it is even 
known in one case that the child was exposed 
to diphtheria by the parents and the police 
it was for the direct purpose 
of causing its death to secure the 
insurance, So far the investigations made 
have revealed four cases in which it is 
known that children were willfuily neglected 
after having been insured, but there are over 
a dozen others which are suspected of a simi- 
lar course. In a report on the matter the 
chief sanitary officer says: 

In several cases of diphtheria which have 
come.to my notice I have discovered the most 
shameful negiect on the part of the parents 
of the patients. On inquiry in thesq cases 
have found that the lives of the children have 
been insured ina company which makes a 
specialty of this business, and I am foreed to 
the belief that they were neglected, and that 
innocent lives have been sacrified’ to an in- 
satiuble greed for gain.“ 

He adds that to this cause may be ascribed 
to a considerable extent the failure of, the 
Board of Health to stamp out the spread of 
diphtheria, which threatened to become epi- 
demic here a few months ago. The cases re- 
ported have all been am the poor and 
one family was being suppli with food by 
tne authorities and still managed to keep ap its 
assessments to the insurance company. The 


cases are such that the law cannot reach them. 


While there is a moral certainty of guilt. the 
lack of direct proof is such that even if there 
was a law to cover the matter the guilty ones 
could scarcely be convicted. |

Attempts to Kill His Wife and Child. 

Baltimore, Md., June 3. George Hill, 42 
years of age, a furniture maker of Philadelphia. 
came here today and attempted to kill his wife 
enn The woman is dauger- 
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equals a salary of $4.50, a week. for the 
support of the six persons. After paying the 
rent of $9.10 for the three g?rimy rooms they 
occupied, deducting the rent, $2.25 a week, 
from the week's salary, leaves $2.25. Divid- 
ing this up among six persons for seven days 
leaves just 5 cents a day a person for food 
and clothes. The furnishing of the rooms 
was of the scantiest character. What food 
there was in this apology for a home was fur- 
nished by the relief committee. Otherwise 
the old men, his daughter. and grandchildren 
must inevitably have died.of hunger. The 
old man bore the appearance of one who had 
not been accustomed to poverty all his life, 
and still retains the pride of better days. He 
would say nothing until he had been assured 
that his name should not be used, 

On the same floor, at the ‘other end of the 
narrow, dirty corridor, lives anovher old man, 
who has a wife and eight children cooped up 
in the three little rooms he calls home,” 
He was able to earn $1.30 a day in the shops 
with which to pay rent and feed the ten 
mouths. Dividmg up his income among ten 
persons after deducting the rent leaves 8 
cents a head for each of the seven days in the 
week to purchase food and 
lief committee supports the 

The stories in this ne.ghborhood are so 
much alike that one will give as good an idea 
of the whole asadozen. Here is a sample: 
Jacob Burger, Rocm 14, Block E, has a wife 
and three children; pays $8.70 a month for 
three dirty little rooms; had steady work for 
a time as truck builder at $1270; laid off last 
winter; idle four montlis; then went to work 
in the lumber yard at 90 cents a day; often 
had not a morsel ot food in the house: kept 
from starvation by the Relief committee. 


Want Found in Shantie«. 


Bad as is the situation in the tenement 
blocks, still a lower step is to be found in the 
*“*brickyards.”"’ Here the men who make 
brick for the Pullman company live, and also 
a few of those who work in the shops. The 
brickyards consist of rovs of frame shan- 
ties that have not a paint 
brush for years. are about 
14x16 and 8 feet to the eaves. The only door 
is at the rear and it opens into a little shed 
used as a’ summer kitchen. This summer 
kitchen counts as one room, and the main 
part of Ahe shanty is divided into three other 
rooms, twosmall bedrooms in front and u 
narrow living room behind. Each shanty has 
three/small square windows. For streets and 
sidewalks there is the native soil. The rent is 
$8 a month. : 

At No. 13 “ Brickyards “the place is too 
poverty-stricken to afford/names for the 
streets: two families are crowded into a shan- 
ty. Michael Cook and his wife occupy a part 
of the house. Michael was a laborer ina the 
shops, and earned $1.60 a day when he 
worked, which was about half the time. His 
wife is an invalid. By deriying themselves 
everything but enough to keep soul and body 
together they have kept the rent paid and are 
free from debt. J. Alberg and his wife and 
daughter share No. 13 with the Cooks, Al- 
berg has been sick two years. His arms have 
become stiff with rheumatism and he never 


will be able to work again. ‘His 
wife also has rheumatism and  can- 
not: do much., but s does what 


she can at washing. She worked nights in 
the Pullman laundry ut 80 cents a night. 
The girl, 15 years old, earned 60 to 70. cents 
a day in the laundry, but was laid off all 
winter. These families when they could get 
work had bread, potatoes, and coffee for their 
fare and meat twice a week; when they could 
not get work tl did the best they could. 
They need clothes badly.

earned 81.30 a day in the equipment room |

Dr. Hillis Denounces Certain Acts of the 
Conservative“ Presbyterians... ° 

The Rev. Dr. N. D. Hillis of the Third Pres- 
byterian Church, Evanston, in his sermon 
yesterday morning took occasion to refer to 
his defense of Prof. Henry Preserved Smith 
and his protest to the assembly on the pro- 
posed actign in regard to the trust funds of 
theological seminaries... The conservatives, 
he said, have precipitated a crisis. They con- 
code to Prof. Smith the highest Christian 
character, faith in the great evangelical prin- 
ciples, the incarnation, atonement, and re- 
generation, and all that is distinctive of 
Presbyterian faith and polity. In their 
peal against liberality they have convicted 
him of heresy for not affirming a newly in- 
vented doctrine called “inerrancy of the 
original MSS.”’—a doctrine which the con- 
fession itself dees not affirm, Moreover for 
the destruction of other heretical professors, 
inventive skill has fashioned a logical 
guillotine with a hair trigger attachment 
called **direet assembly control of theolog- 
ical seminaries.’’ He said the Assembly com- 
mittee not only seeks to limit the power of 
professors to find the truth themselves but 
aims to divert donations from the use in- 
tended by the donors, a misuse of 
trust funds, which he denounced as iniquitous. 
Dr. Hillis had not heard of the new move- 
mentof the liberal Presbyterians in New 
York.until he was shown a copy of Tus Sus. 
pay Tripune. Although he did hot seem to 
be surprised Dr. Hillis deplored. the action 
greatly. I do not believe in any schisin in 
the church.“ he said. In ten years, I be- 
lieve, the conservative people of the church 
will have been educated up to the point where 
no such action would have been necessary. 
As for myself I intend to remain in the 
church, at least until I am expelled.“

The girl’s body whirled over and 
over as it shot downward, and the crowd 
gasped in horror as it struck upon the stones.

But their appdarance calls attention anew to 
the é¢xtracordinary facuity possessed by the 
American peopip. for forming strange secret 
societies with resoundmg nates, and man- 
aged by officers | bearmg reverbrating tities.

In the sear 1880 the writer. then a large ship- 
pet OF rain to Eastern and Southern markets, 

aving suffered largely in common: with other 
shippers. undertook to relieve the situation by 
the introduction of what is known as the hopper 
scale system of handling sample grain, whereby 
the grain was taken outof the Western cars by 
machinery, passed throngh hopper scales of a 
carload capacity éach, | thence loaded intothe 
Eastern cars, thus secering and retaining the 
absolute identity of each and every carload of 
grain and at the same time getting the net 
waight ot the contents of every car without gross 
Or tare, Plans were sühmitted to the Board of 
Trade of this method of handling grain and offici- 
aliy indorsed by it and recommended for adoption 
to the Eastern roads, with whom er 
were commenced for the erection of suitable 
grain transfer houses im the yards of the differ- 
ent outgoing Eastern reads at Chicago. 

The first contract was made by the writer with 
John Newell, President of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railway company, in January. 
1884, to build a transfer house witha capacity of 
about 150 cars ai day, under which a house 
was built at Englewood, at an expense of over 
$20,000, the contract covering a term of ten 
years. The house was built without expenses to 
the railroad company and in operation in June. 
1884, and was continoed in operadon two years: 
the results were satisfactory; showing a saving in 
cost of transferring to the railway compaay, abso- 
lute accuracy in weights aud identity of the 
property, meeting with such favor that a law was

Extension of Hopper scale System. 


‘The writer abandoned his business as grain 
shipper and gave his andivi led attention to the 
transfer of grain under this and other contracts 
that were be ng negotiated for the extension of 
this or similar systems at the instigation of the 
grain dealers throughout the country to other 
Eastern roads. The weights secured at the Lake 
Suore transfer house at Englewood were promui- 
gated by the Board of Trade weighmaster, who 
issued duplicate certificates, for which a 
fee of 70 cents a car was paid and equa ly divid- 
el betweeu the buyer and seller, the same 
weights being incorporated in the bills of lading 
apd way-bills ofithe Hastera roads as a bas:s of 
their freight contracts, and at the same time re- 
ported back to the Western roads upon which to 
make corrections of their origina! billing from 
the initial point of shipment in the West. 

The success of the hopper scale system of 
handiing grain widened the breach between the 
grain deaiers and the elevator factions and popu- 

arized it to such an extent as an effective alter- 
native and substitute that it was regarded as a 


most ngerous innovation upon the immense 
elevator interests of the country in which 
the railfoads were in close alliance. The con- 


fidence in these weights, both East and West, 
called out exactions from tne owners of the prop- 
erty inthe settlement of claims for shortage 
that were not only embarrassing to the elevators 
to which the property was consigned, but 
unprofitable to the railroads who had is- 
sued biils of lading predicated upon these 
weights and for which they wWére respoa- 
sible as common carriers. It was often the case 
that a carload of grain weighed by the hopper 
scale system in Cnicago wouid fall short 2.000 to 
3,000 pounds from the weights of the initial 
shipper, Evidence of these facts are indisputabie, 
as can be attested by reputable shippers who. like 
myself. have lost thousands of dollars arising from 
peculations to which I now refer; having cited an 
instance where the legitimate shippers of prop- 
erty had provided a remedy for their own protec- 
a and which has bean thwarted by elevator 
and railroad interests alike, which I will here 
attempt plainly and concisely th explain. 
Enforcement of Law Needed,

A high railroad official ut Kansas Cit, told 
the writer some time ago that the wheat along 
the line of his road that year was exceptionaily 
good, whie that on the line of another road, 
both cantering at Kansas City, was of a very in- 
ferior quality and that his people complained bo- 
cause they could not get better prices for their 
good wheat than the other people got for their 
poor wheat.

The Pennsylvania life companies had in force 
at the close of the year a total of 80.974 poli- 
cies, insuring 5227.

Since this misfortune 
contractors have been shy to undertake any 
further experiments. but the Lighthouse 
Board has béen considering the matter and a 
year ago decided to make preliminary bor- 
ings ta discover the character of the soil un- 
derneaith the shoals, for which a special ap- 
paratus was constructed.

J. J. P. Odell, President of the Union Na- 
tional Bank, said: I thimk_the bonds will 
sell; a government loun always doe, but they 
may go slowly, I don't think Chicago-will 
invest much anyway. 
idea ia well enough, but it can't be done. 
There is no law allowing the issue of such 
bonds. 

J. J. Mitchell, President of the IIlinois 
Trust and Savings Bank. said: The bonds 
will sell readily, and Chicago can be counted 
upon to invest from $8,000,000 to 810,000, 
000 in them. ‘This city will invest ten times 
as much as it did before. The reason for 
that is that when bonds were last offered 
money was hard to get and people did not 
care to invest. Now money is an absolute 
drug. There is more than can be used. This 
last week 1 had to refuse two deposits of 
$600,000 as we could not use the money. 
Few banks wiil now receive deposits and 
allow interest on them, as there is no demand 
for loans. I believe investors will eagerly in- 
vest in the new bonds.

7 A SECOND ISSUE OF BONDS, 

It ig reported that Secretary Carlisle has 
concluded it soon will be necessary to make 
another issue of bonds, and with the proceeds 
thereof replenish the depleted Treasury, and 
that the call probably will be made about the 
close of this month. In conference 
with members of the Senate Finance com- 
mittee Mr. Carlisle has stated that when 
the gold reserve, which now is down 
to 75 millions, drops below 70 millions 


he will not wait for authority from Congress. 


but will go ahead with the issue of a bond 
call. It is reported that at the Cabinet meet 
ing of Friday last the Secretary stated the re- 
serve then was about 75 millions, and in all 
probability it will go below 70 millions be- 
fore the end of June. 

It is understood the next call will be for not 
less than 50 millions, and probably, will be 
for 75 millions, that prominent financiers in 
New York aiready have been sounded in re- 
gard to the placing of the bonds, and that 
they were not by any means enthusiastic in 
expressions of willingness to do what seemed 
to be éxpected of them. Some of the number 
referred to the income tax feature of the new 
tariff bill as a reason for holding aloof, and 
others asked, attention to the fact that the 
amount of subscriptions to the previous issue 
whs but slightly in excess of the call, this be- 
ing regarded as an indication that it will be 
difficult to raise the amount now that the 
country has suffered from a much longer 
business depression than that which had af- 
flicted it then. . 

Some if not all of this talk may have been 
„merely for effect,’’ the wish being to let 
Congressmen at Washington see the error of 
their ways in dawdling away the time through 
many weary months while the people are suf- 
fering and the revenues are running behind 
at the rate of nearly two million dollars a 
week, But if the moneyed men of the 
United States are unwilling’ to furnish the 
gold it must be ‘applied for abroad, where 
vast amounts of idle capital are waiting for 
investment on terms which ate low as com- 
pared with the interest obtainable on the 
money paid for the bonds. Nodoubt the 50 
or 75 millions needed could be got several 
times over from Europe if the men who hold 


the gold there are not deterred by fears that 


half the principal would be jeopardized by 
the action of Bland, Warner, and their Popu- 
list following. To get the gold from the other 
side of the Atlantic would be to increase the 
umount of the precious metal actually in this 
country, and probably would lessen the pres- 
sure to ship gold eastward, and there is little 
reason to doubt that at least some of the re- 
cent shipments were dus to foreign anxiety 
in regard to the safety of our finances. 

On one point there should be no question, 
and apparently is none with the national ad- 
ministration. The deficit of nearly 80 mill- 
ion dollars in the annual revenue must be met 
honestly by the payment of par money, and 
the parity of all the money in circulation 
must be maintained, as pledged by the Sher- 
man act of four years ago and demanded by 
the latest national platforms of both the 
Democratic and the Republican parties. This 
can be done only by the issue of a second lot 
of bonds which sell for gold. There need be 
no doubt that the proposed issue would be 
taken up, either at home or abroad, though 
the bonds only promise redemption in coin 
and not specifically in gold, while there is a 
blatant lot of fellows in the United States, 
more noisy than numerous, demanding that 
the word coin shall be understood to 
mean silver at the value of not more than 50 
But if, owing to their 
blatherskite agitation, it should be found diffi- 
cult to obtain gold in exchange fora promise 
to pay in coin, there ought to be no hesita- 
tion about giving the Secretary authority to 
issue gold bonds. For the country couldsenot 
afford to stand the fearful consequences of re- 


fusal.

rides. But this shaft openly proclaims to the 
civilized world that there is noshame'or regret 
here for what these dead mendid. It stands for 
their brothers’ exalting shout of triumph, for 


there is greater glory in dying for that which is 
right than in living the dishonored possessor of 


that which was taken in wrong. This shaft 
stands here mutely to tell our children every 
hour of every day that their fathers fought and

One of 
them has made a statement which has been 
sent all over the country that the ad valorem 
equivalent of the sugar duty under the pres- 
ent law is 1434 per cent, under the Wilson 
bill 283¢ per cent, under the Senate bill 40 
per cent, and under the Mills bill of 1889 
62 per cent. These figures must perplex a 
person who knows that under the present law 
raw sugar is free and that the Wilson bill put 
both refined and raw sugar upon the free list. 
The trick lies in computing the ad valorem 
ander the present law simply on the duty- 
paying refined sugar and confectionery sugar, 
instead of finding out what the rate of duty 
is based on, the total value of all the sugar 
imported, the free as well as the du- 
tiable. The Wilson bill puts an ad 
valorem duty of nearly 30 per cent on con- 


fectionery sugar, of which less than a hundred 


thousand dollars’ worth is imported. The ex- 
pert tries to convey the impression that the 
rate of duty on all sugar is nearly 30 per 
cent under that bill, Asa matter of fact the 
total imports of sugar of all kinds paid a 
duty under the present law of about one-fifth 
of 1 per cent. Under the Wilson bill the 
rate of duty would be very much lower than 
that. Under the Senate bill it would be 
nearly 40 per cent. The figures of the 
Treasury expert were cooked up to create. 
the impression that the sugar duties of the 
Senate were decidedly lower than those of the 
Mills bill of 1889 and not much higher than 
those of the Wilson bill. The sugar revenues 
under the Senate bill would be $42,000,000 
and under the Wilson bill $17,000. And yet

likely to take a similar stand in regard to the 
storage of provisions by the meat packers. 
The idea is not necessarily a correct one. The 
principal point trade against the grain ware- 
housemen who buy and sell grain on their 
own account is that they can take advantage 
of the fact that the law permits them to lose 
the identity of grain which, as public custo- 
dians, they store for the account of 
other people. It is claimed that under 
this arrangement they are able to put 
into store the. poorest grain and cell 
the best of a stated grade on 
their own account, thus making a large gain 
out of the property of others in addition to 
what they charge for storage. If this feature 
were eliminated the principal grounds of 
complaints now made would vanish into thin 
air, though it is not impossible that some of 
the commission. men still would think they 
were working at a disadvantage in competi- 
tion with warehousemen who buy grain in the 
country and sell for export. 

This objectionable fact does not obtain in 
the case of provisions stored for others in the 
packing-houses, because in the latter case the 
identity of each lot of product so stored 1s 
preserved. A lot of 250 barrels of pork is so 
marked on the outside of each package and 
sc designated that the holder of a receipt for 
the pork may count on receiving that identi- 
cal lot, and no other, if he calls for de. 
livery to be made from the place. where 
it is stored. The packer has not the 
option of exchanging it for some other 
lot whichis not quite so good, without the 
consent and request of the man who holds the 
receipt. He is not atlowed to sort out the 
poorest pork from all thus stored, deliver that 
to the holders of receipts calling for so many 
barrels, and then sell the choicer pork on his 
own accountata premium. Hence the cases 
of grain and provisions are not parallel ones 
in this important particular, and it does not 
follow that men who object to having their 
grain stored by competitors who do not pre- 
serve its identity are disposed to raise objec- 
tions to a continuance of the present methods 
of storing hog product.
